The disease has been dubbed 
because it is of unknown 
origin, unknown cure and un- 
known degree of contagion. 

It was first recognized in New 


Nork State in 1939 and has sin- 
ce been recognized in most 
{southern states also. It is not a 
peculiarly muck or Florida dis- 


ease, but is fatal and baffling 
to the animal husbandry sci- 
ence. 

Two animals found in the 
Glades were taken to Auburn 
and posted with numerous vet- 
erinarians joining in the study 
of the reports of the examina- 
tions, 

The cattlemen were advised 
to take all precautions as 
though the disease is highly con- 
tagious and immediately con- 
tact the Experiment Station or 
some veterinarian. As more 
information and conclusions are» 
available the public will be 
kept informed. 

Erdman West ,Botanist of the

should be available for instant use. 

Second, it is the duty of municipal authoritie:

Okeelanta Poultry Man 
Suffers Second Flood 
Loss When Dike Breaks 

The Poultry Farm owned and 
operated by Clarence A. Coop- 
er on State Road No. 25 on the 
original Okeelanta townsite suf- 
fered a tremendous loss the last 
of the week for the second suc. 
cessive year as result of the 
flooded. conditions of the Lake 
Okeechobee Everglades, 

The new dike which had been 
built since last years flood, 
higher and stronger than the 
dike which went out a year 
ago was breached Friday 
ning about dark oy the rising 
flood waters and the chicken 
houses "innundated. 

Five thousand birds in various 
stages of maturity were lost as 
a result of the flooding of the 
farm, a four acre tract 
tected by dikes and 
Nine hundred and s 
three out of 1300 small chicks 
about three weeks old were sal- 
vaged and sold at the nominal 
price of 25 cents a piece. 

The dikes were being care- 
fully watched and sandbagged 
in all known weak spots. The 
break came at a point consid- 
ered safe without any warning. 

The Coopers last year lost 
some 8100 birds of near frying 
size and younger in the flood 
caused by the extremely heavy 


pro- 


Their dikes and pumping sy 
tem at that time had been con- 
sidered adquate to keep their 
Chicken houses and runs dry 
but were overcome by the un- 
precedented rise of flood waters 
from the glades. The loss this 
fall comes just as they were 
beginning to recoup their last 
years heavy loss and is a blow 
to their industry.
